Troublesome 
Convicts Made Two Efforts 
to Hictipo 
Tho officers 
of 
tho teiritonal 
prison had a lively timo 
with 
tin 
rnly prisoners 
lust 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday 
but 
by 
prompt action 
prevented 
fivo 
bad 
men 
from 
gaining their liberty 
About tho noon hour 
on 
Mon 
day rays tho Yumu Sun two men 
who were confined in tho new cell 
recently built in a small addition 
to the main yard 
sawed the bars 
of their cell door 
aud 
succeeded 
in scaling tho south wall of the en- 
closure

before they were observed 
by tho guards on tho walls of the 
main yard 
The 
escapes started 
south tlong tho levee at

gait and were soon

of
